Lawrence County, and one of North 
Alabama'» moat prominent men died 
in St. Vincent’s hospital in Birming­ 
ham early today, following: an oper­ 
ation. 
Funeral service* for the 
'distin­ 
guished man will bo held Saturday af­ 
ternoon in Courtand, his home and 
interent will be made in the ceme­ 
tery there. 
The death of Mr. Sher­ 
rod was a shock to citizens of North 
Alabama and news of the seriousness 
of his Illness did not become public 
bntil a day or two ago. 
Judge Sherrod was a graduate oi 
the Cumberland University law school 
and had served Lawrence county in 
many capacities. He was a member 
of the state legislature in 1907 and 
a member of the state senate in 1911* 
representing the counties of 
Law­ 
rence and Morgan. Upon the death of 
Probate Judge Kumpe, he was 
ap­ 
pointed by Governor Hnderson to fill 
out the unexpired portion of the term. 
Following the death of the late So­ 
licitor James Irwin, he was appoint­ 
ed county solicitor of Lawrence coun­ 
ty and served in that office until the 
time of his death. 
Native Of Court land 
The deceased had resided in Court­ 
land all of his life and was beloved 
throughout the county. He was a son 
of the late Congressman W. C. Sher­ 
rod, who represented at one 
time, 
this district. His mother was a sis­ 
ter of General Morgan, the famous 
Confederate leader during the Civil 
. war.

He is survived by his wife; 
two 
daughters, Mrs. William Moseley Jr., 
of Decatur and Mrs. A. M. Grimsley 
of Fayette, Ala.; one son, Morgan

The Garth woman is alleged to have 
bqen given a trashing by the band, 
the alleged act said to have occurred 
on the Moulton road several miles 
west of here. 
Seen at the jail today the Lile ne­ 
gro gave her own version of 
the 
story, though she denied any connec­ 
tion with the alleged whipping of the 
Garth woman. In the presence 
of 
newspaper men and Deputy Sheriff 
Ben Poole, the latter having arrested 
her after a warrant had been sworn 
against her by the Garth woman, the 
woman said that she and the Garth 
woman were walking along the road 
when robed and hooded figures came 
from the direction of a swamp or 
thicket. She said they made an at- 
rompt to grab her but that sha r-n 
down the road and got away.

said the Garth woman made a break 
in another direction and was caught. 
She presumed that the Garth women 
had been taken into the woods and 
beaten. The Lile woman declared she 
did not know how many were in :he 
band but that she thought there must 
have been between 125 and 150.

Carolina Senator Says 
He Will Vote Dry 
On Roll Call 


(Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, March 12-—Liquor 
is sold daily “under the very dome of 
the capítol” Rnd Senator Blease, dem­ 
ocrat, of South Carolina, is willing 
to prove it to any Doubt rig Thomas 
by buying him a drink in the halls of 
congress. 
“Prohibition is a joke” he told the 
Washington policeman’s 
association 
last night, adding that it would re­ 
main so until the men who voted for 
prohibition stopped drinking liquor. 
‘The trouble with congress.” 
he 
continued, “is that they voted dry and 
drank wet.’ Bootleggers, he said, sell 
their wares ‘every day in the house 
and senate office building” and they 
come around to him daily and ask: 
‘how much do you need today, Sena­ 
tor?1’ ' 
To a newspaperman who expressed 
incredulity, the South Carolinian lat­ 
er said: “if you don’t think I mean 
what I say, come up to the capítol 
with me, and PH buy you a drink.” 
About the same time that Senator 
Blease was addressing the policemen, 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
for the Antri-Saloon League, was de­ 
livering that organization’s second at­ 
tack within a few hours on the polls 
being taken by many newspapers on 
the subject of total prohibition 
as 
against beer and light wines. 
He told a radio audience that straw 
ballots ‘are as useless as a straw bat 
in a blizzard.” 
Only a minority of the people want 
beer and wines, he said, while the ma­ 
jority has spoken its mind favoring 
prohibition, not in straw votes but 
in official ballots, and that majority 
has rejected the wine and beer plea. 
The executive committe of the lea­ 
gue, in session here, prviously had 
issued a statement scoffing at the 
newspaper polls and declaring that 
the drys generally did not participate 
in them. That, and other phases of
